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SUBJ: USUN UNCLASSIFIED SUMMARY NO. 49 

GA PLENARY - PALESTINE, VIETNAMESE MEMBERSHIP 

THE GA HEARD ON NOVEMBER 5 STATEMENTS FROM MONGOLIA, KUWAIT, 
SUDAN, INDIA, GAMBIA, ITALY (ON BEHALE OE THE EC-9), 

HUNGARY, YUGOSLAVIA, USSR, CHINA, FRANCE, UKRAINE, PLO, 

UAE, YEMEN, GREECE, MAURITANIA, POLAND, INDONESIA AND 
ZAMBIA. THE USSR AND CHINA DELIVERED STATEMENTS UNDER RIGHT 
OE REPLY. AT THE START OE THE SESSION THE GA PRESIDENT STATED 
THAT HE HAD RECEIVED A LETTER EROM THE PERMANENT OBSERVERS 
OE THE VIETNAMS ASKING THAT THE DEBATE ON THE SC REPORT 
"CONCERNING THE SECOND US VETO" OE THEIR MEMBERSHIP APPLICATIONS 
BE REMOVED EROM THE AGENDA OE THE CURRENT SESSION AND PLACED 
AS A PRIORITY ITEM ON NEXT YEAR'S AGENDA. THE GA AGREED 
TO THIS WITHOUT OBJECTION. 

MONGOLIA (DAMINDORJ) REGRETTED THAT LAST YEAR'S GA RESOLUTION 
ON PALESTINE WAS NOT IMPLEMENTED BY ISRAEL, AND CALLED 
EOR A MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT BASED ON SC RESOLUTIONS AND GA 
RECOMMENDATIONS, WITH THE PLO PARTICIPATING ON AN EQUAL FOOTING 
IN A RECONVENED GENEVA CONEERENCE. HE ALSO CHARGED THAT 
ISRAELI AUTHORITIES WERE PURSUING A POLICY OF RACIAL DIS- 
CRIMINATION WITH THE SUPPORT AND PATRONAGE OE WORLD 
IMPERIALISM AND ZIONISM. 

KUWAIT (BISHARA) STATED THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
NOW REALIZED THAT PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST WOULD REMAIN AS 
EVASIVE AS A DESERT IMAGE UNTIL PALESTINIAN RIGHTS TO 
INDEPENDENCE AND SELE-DETERMINATION WERE RECOGNIZED. HE 
ADVOCATED THE ESTABLISHMENT OE A COMMITTEE TO IMPLEMENT PRO- 
VISIONS PERTAINING TO EXERCISE OF THE PALESTINIANS' 

RIGHT TO SELE-DETERMINATION AND RETURN TO THEIR HOMES, 

AND IF ISRAEL DOES NOT COMPLY, THE COMMITTEE SHOULD TAKE 
PUNITIVE MEASURES AGAINST IT. KUWAIT ASSERTED THAT THERE 
WAS A CONELICT BETWEEN ISRAEL'S PRESENCE IN THE UN AND ITS 
"BLASPHEMOUS DEEDS, " AND CALLED EOR THE GA TO "ADOPT 
DRASTIC MEASURES AGAINST ISRAEL SO AS TO MAKE IT COMPLY WITH 
UN RESOLUTIONS." HE DECLARED THAT THE STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH 
INITIATED BY A POWER THAT DID NOT RECOGNIZE "THE GLARING 
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REALITIES" RELATED TO THE RIGHTS OE THE PALESTINIANS WOULD 
EAIL, AND TERMED DR. KISSINGER'S FREQUENT PILGRIMAGES TO THE 
MIDDLE EAST "NO MORE THAN A WILD GOOSE CHASE." 

SUDAN (MEDANI) OBSERVED THAT ZIONISM HAD BEEN CONDEMNED 
BY A NUMBER OE INTERNATIONAL FORUMS, DESPITE THE SUPPORT 
ISRAEL RECEIVES FROM THE US, AND CHARGED THAT ZIONISM EXPLOITED 
THE THREE AREA RELIGIONS, DESANCTIEIED ALL SACRED PLACES, 
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AND WAS WORSE THAN APARTHEID BECAUSE IT DISCRIMINATED AGAINST 
CREED AS WELL AS COLOR. HE CALLED FOR THE UN TO TAKE THE 
RESPONSIBILITY OF RESTORING THE PALESTINIANS TO THEIR EAND 
AND SUPPORTED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A COMMITTEE SIMILAR TO 
THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID TO ASSIST IN PUTTING 
AN END TO ZIONISM. HE WARNED THAT PEACE COULD NOT COME WITHOUT 
THE PARTICIPATION OF THE PALESTINIANS, AND HE WOULD REJECT 
ANY RESOLUTION THAT DISREGARDED THEIR RIGHTS. INDIA (JAIPAL) 
CALLED FOR THE RESTORATION OF THE PALESTINIAN'S NATIONAL 
RIGHTS AND STATED THAT THE UN HAD DONE NOTHING FOR THEM IN 
25 YEARS. HE CALLED FOR ALL MEMBER STATES TO CONTRIBUTE TO 
A PEACEFUL SOLUTION, STATING, "WE CREATED IT AND WE MUST 
SOLVE IT." 

GAMBIA (SEMEGA-JANNEH) SUPPORTED SC RESOEUTIONS AND CALLED 
ON ISRAEL TO RECOGNIZE THAT ITS PROPAGANDA WAS NO LONGER 
ACCEPTABLE TO THE INTERNATIONAE COMMUNITY AND ACCEPT 
THE PALESTINIAN RIGHT TO NATIONAL EXISTENCE. VINCI, SPEAKING 
FOR THE EC-9 AS WELL AS FOR ITALY, INSISTED ON THE NECESSITY 
OF CARRYING OUT SC RESOLUTIONS AND RECOGNIZING ISRAEL'S RIGHT 
TO EXISTENCE WITHIN SECURE AND RECOGNIZED BORDERS, BUT ALSO 
TO TAKE ACCOUNT OF THE LEGITIMATE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS, 
INCLUDING THE RIGHT TO EXPRESS THEIR NATIONAL IDENTITY. HUNGARY 
(BANYASZ) STATED THAT THE TIME HAD PASSED FOR SOME TO REDUCE 
THE QUESTION TO A PROBLEM OF REFUGEES, AND ASSERTED THAT THE 
PALESTINIANS HAD PRESERVED THEIR NATIONAL IDENTITY. HE CALLED 
FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF PERTINENT GA AND SC RESOLUTIONS. 
YUGOSLAVIA (PETRIC) PRAISED THE UN'S GRANTING THE PLO OBSERVER 
STATUS AND RECOGNIZING THEM AS A PARTY TO ANY MIDDLE EAST 
PEACE. HE WARNED THAT UNLESS CONCRETE ADVANCES TOWARD AN 
OVERALL SOLUTION WERE MADE, NEW ARMED CONFLICTS MIGHT ERUPT, 
AND CITED THE GA RESOLUTION AS AN INDISPENSABLE PART OF 
SUCH A SETTLEMENT. HE REJECTED ALLEGED INSULTS LEVELLED AT THE 
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UN BY ISRAEL AS WELL AS PREDICTIONS OF THE UN'S DOOM, 

STATING THAT THE UN WAS GROWING IN IMPORTANCE AND CITING ITS 
PEACE-KEEPING ACTIVITIES AND THE 7TH SPECIAL SESSION. 

HE ASSERTED THAT DIRECT RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE PRESENT SITUATION 
RESTS UPON ISRAEL AND URGED IT TO VACATE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
AND RECOGNIZE THE PLO AND THE RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS. 

THE USSR (MALIK) NOTED THAT SOME STATES VIEW ISRAELI 
AGGRESSION AS A GOOD DEED AND THE PLO AS A TERRORIST GROUP. 

HE STATED THAT THE PLO HAD ADOPTED A RESPONSIBLE ATTITUDE 
TOWARDS GA RESOLUTIONS ON PALESTINE, AND HE FAVORED A 
RESUMPTION OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WITH PLO PARTICIPATION. 
MALIK CALLED ON THE UN TO COMPEL ISRAEL TO COMPLY WITH ITS 
RESOLUTIONS, AND DECLARED THAT FOR A JUST PEACE, ISRAEL MUST 
WITHDRAW FROM ALL TERRITORIES SEIZED IN 1967; THE LAWFUL 
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RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS, INCLUDING THE RIGHT TO SET UP 
A STATE, MUST BE ENSURED; AND THE RIGHTS OE ALL MIDDLE EAST 
COUNTRIES TO AN INDEPENDENT EXISTENCE MUST BE GUARANTEED. 
IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE TO ACHIEVE PEACE BY PARTIAL MEANS, 

BEHIND THE BACK OE THE PLO. THE AGGRESSION MUST BE HALTED 
AND THE LAND RESTORED TO THE PALESTINIANS. 
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UNCLAS SECTION 2 OF 5 USUN 5696 
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CHINA (HUANG HUA) SAID THAT GA REAFFIRMATION OF THE 
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PALESTINIAN RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION WAS "A HEAVY BLOW 
AT THE CONSPIRACY OF THE SUPER-POWERS AND THE ISRAELI 
ZIONISTS " TO STRANGLE THE LIBERATION OF PALESTINE. HE ALSO 
PRAISED THE SUCCESS OF THE ARAB STATES IN GETTING RID OF 
SUPERPOWER CONTROL. THE ESSENCE OF THE MIDDLE EAST QUESTION 
LAY IN THE STRUGGLE OF ISRAEL AND THE SUPER POWERS FOR 
HEGEMONY AGAINST THE ARAB PEOPLES. EACH SUPERPOWER WISHED 
TO CONTROL THE MIDDLE EAST BECASUE WHOEVER CONTROLLED 
THE MIDDLE EAST WOULD BE ABLE TO CONTROL EUROPE AND THE 
WORLD. WHILE ONE SUPERPOWER REFUSED TO RECOGNIZE THE RIGHTS OF 
THE PALESTINIANS, THE OTHER, WHICH "STYLES ITSELF THE NATURAL 
ALLY”' OF THE ARAB PEOPLE, WAS EVEN MORE "SINISTER " IN 
ITS DESIGN WITH "HONEY ON ITS LIPS AND DAGGER IN ITS HEART." 

WHILE PROFESSING OPPOSITION TO ISRAELI AGGRESSION, 

IT SENT LARGE NUMBERS OF "EMIGRANTS" TO "SUPPLY ZIONISM 
WITH SOURCES OF MILITARY RECRUITMENT," AND , "MOTIVATED 
BY ITS NEED TO CONTEND FOR HEGEMONY," HAD MADE FREQUENT 
CONTACTS WITH THE ZIONISTS. IT WAS IMPERATIVE TO LINK THE 
"STRUGGLE AGAINST ZIONISM CLOSELY WITH THAT AGAINST HEGEMONISM," 
AND ONLY BY REMOVING "SUPER-POWER MEDDLING," WOULD IT 
BE POSSIBLE FOR THE ARAB AND PALESTINIAN PEOPLES TO WIN 
FINAL VICTORY IN THEIR JUST STRUGGLE. 

FRANCE (DE GUIRINGAUD) SAID THAT IT WAS NECESSARY FOR THE 
UN TO SEIZE THE "OLIVE BRANCH " WITHOUT DELAY, AND CALLED 
ON ISRAEL TO ADMIT THE RIGHT OF THE PALESTINIANS TO A COUNTRY 
AND THE OTHER PARTIES TO RECOGNIZE THAT ISRAEL WAS A 
STATE AND SHOULD HAVE THE RIGHT TO EXIST PEACEFULLY WITH ITS 
NEIGHBORS. HE ALSO EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT LEBANON WOULD 
AGAIN BECOME THE "MODEL OF COEXISTENCE." UKRAINE (MARTYNENKO) 
ATTACKED ISRAEL AND ZIONISM IN VIGOROUS TERMS, DEVOTING 
SPECIAL ATTENTION TO PRAISING THE PLO, NOTING ITS GROWING 
IMPORTANCE AND INCREEASED PRESTIGE. 

PLO SPOKESMAN BASEL AQL REJECTED ISRAEL'S CONTENTION THAT 
THE PALESTINE QUESTION SHOULD BE SOLVED BY AN ISRAEL/ 

JORDAN AGREEMENT, BECAUSE THIS IGNORED THE CRUX OF THE 
PALESTINIAN PROBLEN, WHICH IS "THE LIBERATION OF GEOGRAPHIC 
PALESTINE NOW TOTALLY UNDER ISRAELI OCCUPATION." HE STRONGLY 
ATTACKED ISRAEL'S POLICIES TOWARD ARABS IN THE OCCUPIED 
LANDS AND IN ISRAEL PROPER, REJECTING CLAIMS THAT ARABS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PARTICIPATED IN FREE ELECTIONS AND REGRETTING THAT 
SOME ARAB PUPPETS SAT WITH ISRAELI DELEGATIONS. HE 
DENOUNCED ZIONISM AND DEVOTED MUCH OE HIS STATEMENT TO 
ATTEMPTS TO LINK IT WITH APARTHEID. IT IS 

AGAINST THIS BACKGROUND, THIS "THOROUGHGOING RACIAL EXCLUSIVENESS 
INHERENT IN ZIONIST IDEOLOGY," THAT THE PALESTINIANS CONTINUE 
TO OFFER THEIRPROGRAM OF A DEMOCRATIC AND NON-SECTARIAN 
PALESTINE WHERE ARABS AND JEWS COULD LIVE IN PEACE. 

THE UAE (HUMAIDAN) STATED THAT THE GA SHOULD CONSIDER SUSPENSION 
AND APPLICATION OF SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL AND SET UP 
A COMMITTEE TO DEVISE A PLAN FOR THE RETURN OF THE PALESTINIANS. 

HE ADVOCATED SC CONSIDERATION OF THE PALESTINE QUESTION 
AS WELL. THE ARMING OF ISRAEL WAS VIEWED AS A MATTER OE 
EXTREME IMPORTANCE AND A PRINCIPLA FACTOR IN ISRAELI 
INTRANSIGENCE. HE ALSO HOPED THAT DELS WOULD SUPPORT THE 
RESOLUTION EQUATING ZIONISM WITH RACISM. YEMEN (MAKKI) 

SAID THAT THE PLO REP SPOKE THE TRUTH AND STATED 

THAT ANY SOLUTION SHOULD BE BASED ON RECOGNITION OF THE 

RIGHTS OF THE PALESTINIANS AND THE PLO. GREECE (PAPOULIAS), 

LINKING THE PLIGHT OF THE PALESTINIANS TO THAT OE CYPRUS, 

CALLED FOR A SETTLEMENT ALONG THE LINES OF THE SC RESOLUTIONS. 

HE SUPPORTED THE EGYPTIAN DRAFT RESOLUTION. MAURITANIA (EL 
HASSEN) CHARGED THAT THE "INTERNATIONAL CONSPIRACY" 

ROOTED IN THE "RACIST ZIONIST PHILOSOPHY" HAD RUINED THE 
DIGNITY OF THE PALESTINIANS. HE NOTED THAT PALESTINIANS 
ARE STILL EXCLUDED FROM PARTICIPATION IN FORUMS SEEKING A 
MIDDLE EAST SOLUTION, AND WARNED THAT TALK OE SOLUTION 
WITHOUT PLO PARTICIPATION WOULD BE EUTUILE, ALSO ADDING 
THAT ZIONIST POLICY AS MAINIEESTED IN THE PRESENT SITUATION 
IN LEBANON WAS DOOMED TO FAILURE. 

POLAND (PAWLAK) HAPPILY NOTED THAT THE POSITION OE THE 
PLO, WITH WHICH POLAND HAD "DIRECT AND FRIENDLY CONTACTS," 

HAD BEEN SUBSTANTIALLY ENHANCED. THERE COULD BE NO SUCCESSFUL 
CONFERENCE DEALING WITH THE PALESTINE PROBLEM UNLESS THE PLO 
ATTENDED AS THE SOLE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVE OF THE PALESTINIANS. 
HE ALSO WARNED THAT ANY "FRAGMENTARY" APPROACHES WHICH IGNORE 
THE COMLEXITY OF THE PROBLEM WOULD ONLY COMPLICATE THE 
SOLUTION AND REWARD THE "ISRAELI AGGRESSORS." INDONESIA 
(IDRIS) DEEMED IT NECESSARY THAT PALESTINIANS TAKE PART IN 
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ALL DELIBERATIONS DEALING WITH THE MIDDLE EAST PROBLEM, 

AND CALLED FOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED LANDS AS 
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A PREREQUISITE TO PEACE. ZAMBIA (KAMANA) CHARGED ISRAEL 
WITH DEEIANCE OF THE UN AND CALLED EOR ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL EROM 
OCCUPIED LANDS, WHILE, ON THE OTHER HAND, RECOGNIZING ISRAEL'S 
RIGHT TO EXIST AS A STATE AND WELCOMING THE SINAI AGREEMENT 
AS A POSITIVE STEP TOWARD LASTING PEACE. 

THE USSR AND CHINA EXCHANGED SEVERAL RIGHTS OE REPLY AND 
ATTACKED EACH OTHER IN VITUPERATIVE TERMS. THE USSR (MALIK) 
NOTED THAT ARAEAT HIMSELE HAD SAID THAT THE USSR WAS THE 
"TRUE ALLY OE THE PLO IN THE INTERNATIONAL ARENA," AND 
CHARGED THAT CHINA WAS TRYING TO PROVOKE A DIRECT US-USSR 
CONERONTATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST. CHINA (LAI YA-LI) 

ACCUSED MALIK OF ATTEMPTING TO SOW DISCORD BETWEEN CHINA 
AND THE NON-ALIGNED, AND SAID THAT THE REAL DANGER OE 
CONERONTATION WAS EROM THE USSR WHICH WAS REINEORCING 
ITS EORCES. HE ASKED MALIK WHY THE USSR WAS TRADING 
IN MUNITIONS ON SUCH A LARGE SCALE AND ALSO WHY THE USSR 
WAS SUPPLYING MANPOWER TO ISRAEL. THE USSR (MALIK) 

SAID THAT IT HAD TO THINK OE DEEENDING ITSELE AGAINST 
CHINA AND NATO AND ACCUSED CHINA OF SEEKING TO DOMINATE 
THE WORLD. WHILE ZIONISTS CONSIDER THE lEWS AS THE CHOSEN 
PEOPLE, THE CHINESE CONSIDER THEMSELVES AT THE VERY TOP. 
BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) SPOKE ON A POINT OP ORDER, URGING THE 
ACTING PRESIDENT NOT TO LIMIT THE PRC AND USSR IN THEIR 
RIGHTS OP REPLY AS THEY SHOULD GET THEIR PEELINGS OFP 
THEIR CHESTS. (REPEATED INPO AMMAN, BEIRUT, CAIRO, DAMASCUS, 
LONDON, lERUSALEM, TEL AVIV)

STATEMENTS ON DISARMAMENT ITEMS WERE MADE IN COMMITTEE NOV. 5 
BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OE ERG, ROMANIA AND MAURITIUS. 

IT WAS AGREED TO CLOSE THE LIST OF SPEAKERS AT NOON 
NOV. 11. 

FRG (VON WECHMAR) SAID THAT DISARMAMENT POLICIES COULD HAVE 
DANGEROUS CONSEQUENCES IF NOT AIMED AT A GLOBAL AND REGIONAL 
BALANCE OF FORCES OF MAXIMUM STABILITY. MUTUAL CONFIDENCE IN 
OBSERVANCE OE AGREEMENTS SHOULD BE STRENGTHENED BY ADEQUATE 
VERIFICATION, HE ADDED. RESULTS OF THE CSCE MUST NOW BE TRANS- 
LATED INTO ACTION. EVEN MORE DIFEICULT THAN QUANTITATIVE 
RESTRICTIONS AND QUANTITATIVE REDUCTIONS OF NUCLEAR ARSENALS 
APPEARED TO BE THE TASK OF CALLING A HALT IN QUALITATIVE TERMS, 
HE SAID, ADDING NON- VERIFIABLE PROHIBITIONS WITH VAGUE 
DEFINITIONS OF WHAT WAS ACTUALLY BANNED WOULD NOT SUFFICE. 

THE NON-PROLIEERATION TREATY (NPT) WOULD ONLY BECOME MORE 
ATTRACTIVE IE NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES MET THEIR OBLIGATIONS 
AND IE THEY VOLUNTARILY SUBJECTED THEIR CIVILIAN NUCLEAR 
INSTALLATIONS TO INTERNATIONAL CONTROL. 
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ONE OF THE MOST PRESSING TASKS OF THE TIME, VON WECHMAR 
CONTINUED, WAS TO PROMOTE THE PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR 
ENERGY WHILE PREVENTING ITS MISUSE FOR WEAPONS PURPOSES. 

HE THOUGHT IT WOULD SERVE THE GOAL OF NON-PROLIFERATION AND 
FACILITATE NUCLEAR EXPORTS IF ALL NON-NUCLEAR- WEAPON 
STATES SUBJECTED THEIR ENTIRE FUEL CYCLE TO INTERNATIONAL 
SAFEGUARDS, AND THE PROPOSALS TO ESTABLISH REGIONAL AND MULTI- 
NATIONAL NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE CENTERS DESERVED FULL SUPPORT. 

IT WOULD BE EASIER, HE ADDED, TO PUT THEM INTO PRACTICE IF 
THE COUNTRIES PARTICIPATING IN SUCH INSTALLATIONS WERE GIVEN 
A GUARANTEE THAT THEY WOULD BE SUPPLIED WITH NUCLEAR FUEL. 
PLANS FOR NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONES (NFZ'S) SHOULD BE CONSIDERED 
IN THE LIGHT OF THE SPECIFIC CHARACTERISTICS OF ANY ONE REGION. 
ARMS CONTROL EFFORTS MUST CONCENTRATE ON WEAPONS OF MASS 
DESTRUCTION IN PARTICULAR. REGARDING THE IDENTICAL US AND USSR 
DRAFTS FOR A TREATY ON THE PROHIBITION OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
WARFARE, HE SAID THE PROVISION FOR VERIFICATION BY A COMPLAINTS 
PROCEDURE TO BE SET IN MOTION IN THE SC WAS CERTAINLY NOT 
AN IDEAL SOLUTION, BUT, AT ANY RATE, IT SHOULD BE ENSURED 
THAT DECISIONS COULD NOT BE VETOED. 
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ROMANIA (ENE) SAID HIGH PRIORITY SHOULD BE ASSIGNED TO NUCLEAR 
DISARMAMENT AND THE CREATION OF NFZ'S. NEGOTIATIONS SHOULD 
BEGIN TO END THE INCREASE IN MILITARY BUDGETS OF THE POWER- 
FULLY ARMED, AND THEN GRADUALLY REDUCE THEM. PRIORITY MUST BE 
GIVEN TO HALTING THE PLACING OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN THE 
TERRITORY OF OTHER STATES, AND EFFORTS SHOULD BE MADE TO 
REMOVE THE WEAPONS ALREADY PLACED IN SUCH TERRITORIES. HE 
NOTED THERE WAS AN UNPRECEDENTED CONCENTRATION OF WEAPONS IN 
EUROPE, INCLUDING NUCLEAR WEAPONS, AND SAID EVERY EFFORT SHOULD 
BE MADE TO TO AWAY WITH THE MILITARY BLOCS OF NATO AND THE 
WARSAW PACT SO THAT GREATER SECURITY COULD BE ESTABLISHED 
IN EUROPE. THE GA MUST ORGANIZE IN-DEPTH DISCUSSIONS ON ALL 
ASPECTS OF DISARMAMENT, HE SAID, CALLING FOR A SPECIAL GA 
FOR COMPREHENSIVE DEBATES ON THE ARMAMENTS SITUATION AND TO 
FORMULATE PRINCIPLES THAT SHOULD GOVERN DISARMAMENT. 

MAURITIUS (RAMPHUL) MENTIONED THE $300 BILLION MILITARY 
EXPENDITURES YEARLY, SAID CONTINUATION OF THE ARMS RACE 
CONTRADICTED THE EFFORTS AIMED AT ESTABLISHING A NEW WORLD 
ECONOMIC ORDER, AND STATED THE CCD SHOULD BE GIVEN PROPER 
DIRECTIVES SO THAT IT COULD CONCENTRATE ON THE REAL PROBLEMS 
FACING MANKIND. HE SAID STATES ENTERING INTO NFZ ARRANGE- 
MENTS WERE ENTITLED TO NEGATIVE SECURITY ASSURANCES, AND 
HE FIRMLY SUPPORTED THE DECLARATION OF THE INDIAN OCEAN 
AS A ZONE OF PEACE. RAMPHUL CALLED THE CCD REPORT "A 
MASTERPIECE OF NON-REPORTING," AND SUGGESTED INVITING STATES 
AND RELEVANT INTERGOVERNMENTAL BODIES AND CONFERENCES TO REPORT 
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TO THE GA ABOUT MEASURES AND PROGRESS TOWARD DISARMAMENT. 
HE SUPPORTED CONVENING A WDC WITH PARTICIPATION OP ALL STATES 
ON AN EQUAL BASIS, AND SAID IP IT WERE NOT POSSIBLE TO 
CONVENE SUCH A CONFERENCE, THEN THERE SHOULD BE A SPECIAL 
GA ON DISARMAMENT AND IT MIGHT ALSO BE NECESSARY TO CONSIDER 
CONVENING THE DISARMAMENT COMMISSION. WHAT WAS IMPORTANT 
WAS TO ENSURE CONDITIONS POR THE PARTICIPATION OF ALL STATES 
IN THE DISCUSSION AND ADOPTION OF DECISIONS.

COMMITTEE 3 - CHILE, DISABLED PERSONS 
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THE THIRD COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENTS ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN CHILE BY CYPRUS, GREECE, MONGOLIA, SENEGAL, DEMOCRATIC 
YEMEN, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BELGIUM, NEW ZEALAND, AUSTRIA 
AND AUSTRALIA ON NOVEMBER 5. THE COMMITTEE ALSO RECEIVED 
AMENDMENTS TO THE DRAET DECLARATION ON THE RIGHTS OF 
DISABLED PERSONS (L.2I68) BY YUGOSLAVIA (L.2I70) AND 
EINLAND (L. 2171). BELGIUM CALLED EOR A MEETING OE CO- 
SPONSORS ON NOVEMBER 6 TO DISCUSS THE AMENDMENTS AND OTHER 
PROPOSED CHANGES. 

CYPRUS PRAISED THE WORKING GROUP AND CRITICIZED CHILE'S 
REFUSAL TO ADMIT THEM. HE STATED THAT EVERY WEAPON 
IN THE UN ARMORY MUST BE USED TO SECURE HUMAN RIGHTS AND 
EUNDAMENTAL EREEDOMS EOR THE CHILEAN PEOPLE. GREECE LAUDED 
THE WORKING GROUP AND DREW MANY PARALLELS BETWEEN THE SITUATION 
IN CHILE AND THAT OE GREECE UNDER THE JUNTA. MONGOLIA 
DENOUNCED THE GOC IN VERY STRONG TERMS AND CALLED ON 
THORN AND THE SYG TO DO THEIR UTMOST TO ACHIEVE THE RET .EASE 
OE CORVALAN AND OTHER POLITICAL PRISONERS ALONG WITH 
THE RESTORATION OE HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE. SENEGAL STATED 
THAT IT HAD ALWAYS DENOUNCED GOVERNMENTS WHICH VIOLATE 
HUMAN RIGHTS, WHETHER IN ZIMBABWE, SOUTH AERICA OR CHILE. 
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HE CALLED FOR THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO DO ALL IN 
ITS POWER TO ENSURE THAT HUMAN RIGHTS WERE REESTABLISHED 
AND GUARANTEED IN CHILE. DEMOCRATIC YEMEN PRAISED THE WORKING 
GROUP AND DENOUNCED THE GOC, NOTING THAT TWO MONTHS AGO 
DEMOCRATIC YEMEN HAD ORGANIZED A EESTIVAL TO SHOW ITS SOLIDARITY 
WITH THE CHILEAN PEOPLE. HE CHARGED THAT THE JUNTA HAD BEEN 
EGGED ON BY THE CIA AND LARGE INTERNATIONAL MONOPOLIES. 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA ALSO ATTACKED CHILE ALONG THE USUAL BLOC LINES. 

BELGIUM NOTED WITH GRAVE CONCERN THE GOCS DENIAL 
OE ENTRY TO THE WORKING GROUP AND URGED THEM TO CHANGE 
THEIR POSITION. HE SUPPORTED ANY PROPOSAL WHICH WOULD EXTEND 
THE WORKING GROUP'S MANDATE AND ITS PRESENT COMPOSITION. 

NEW ZEALAND ALSO REGRETTED THE GOCS REEUSAL OE ADMISSION 
TO THE WORKING GROUP AND SUPPORTED THE UK APPEAL THAT ALL 
STATES DIRECT THEIR EEFORTS TOWARDS MAINTAINING A DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN THE GOC AND THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. AUSTRIA 
PRAISED THE WORKING GROUP AND HOPED THAT IT WOULD BE ALLOWED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO ENTER CHILE. HE CHARGED CHILE WITH VIOLATING THE INTERNATIONAL 
COVENANT ON CIVIL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS, TO WHICH IT WAS 
A SIGNATORY, AND STATED THAT ANY DRAET RESOLUTION SHOULD 
CALL EOR THE RESTORATION OF BASIC HUMAN RIGHTS AND EXTEND 
THE WORKING GROUP'S MANDATE. AUSTRALIA EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
DEVELOPMENTS IN CHILE, BUT NOTED THAT MANY OE CHILE'S 
CRITICS HAD THEMSELVES BEEN GUILTY OE HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS. 
HOWEVER, HE DID NOT BELIEVE THAT THE UN SHOULD TURN A 
BLIND EYE TO TORTURE BECAUSE OTHER MEMBERS PRACTICED 
IT TOO. HE AGREED WITH THE PHILIPPINE STATEMENT THAT THE 
COMMITTEE MUST APPROACH THIS PROBLEM UNEMOTIONALLY AND 
OBJECTIVELY, WARNING THAT INFLAMED RHETORIC WOULD DRIVE A 
WEDGE BETWEEN CHILE AND THE UN. HE URGED CHILE TO REVIVE 
A DIALOGUE WITH THE WORKING GROUP, AND, STATING THAT 
NOBODY HAD PERFECT RECORDS IN THE EIELD OE HUMAN RIGHTS, 

HOPED CHILE WOULD ADMIT ITS PROBLEMS AND TAKE ACTION TO 
CORRECT THEM.

UNDP AND CDF PLEDGING CONPERENCE - 

PLEDGES TOTALING APPROXIMATELY THE EQUIVALENT OF $314,600,000 
WERE MADE NOV. 5 TOWARD THE 1976 OPERATIONS OF THE UNDP BY 
THE REPRESENTATIVES OP 106 COUNTRIES. IN ADDITION, 27 
GOVERNMENTS PLEDGED $8,300,000 TOWARD THE CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT 
PUND. IN ANNOUNCING THE RESULTS OP THE CONPERENCE, UNDP 
ADMINISTRATOR PETERSON ESTIMATED THAT PLEDGES TOTALING AT 
LEAST $137,100,000 WOULD BE MADE IN DUE COURSE BY GOVERNMENTS 
WHICH WERE NOT IN A POSITION TO ANNOUNCE THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS
